Lake County state lawmakers 
were asked Friday to: increase 
the powers of counties similar to 
those, enjoyed by Cook; consider 
legislation which would allow 
counties lo levy a wheel (ax on 
motor vehicles; allow establish- 
ment of county, toll highway com- 
missions; create laws to deal' with 
junkcarsracl' favorably on a bill 
proposing a population vote for 
purposes of apportionment and 
retain the present township form 
of government. 

These and many other matters 
were discussed during a "Legis- 
lative Conference" between mem- 
bers of the Lake County Board of 
Supervisors, elected county offi- 
cials and department iicads, and 
state legislators. 

Five county members of the 
General Assembly attended, in- 
cluding senators Robert Coulson 
and Karl I. Bcrning: state repre- 
sentatives John Conotly, John 
Klcinc and John Matijcvich. 

The conference was called by 
supervisor Robert Dickson or 
Wauconda, chairman of the Coun- 
ty Board legislative committee. 

One matter which was discussed 
at length was that of finding a 
way (o relieve the lax burden on 
the elderly who must live on a 
fixed income. Supervisor Ronald 
R. Coles of Lake Villa said many 
people live on an income of $190 
to $£00 per month and still pay 
their real estate and personal 
properly laxes.

We are. somewhat amazed that the U.S. 
Navy is now considering a couitmartial for Com- 
mander Lloyd M. Bucher, captain of the Pueblo, 

Cmdr. Bucher has been ; notif ied~~that ?any- 
thing he says may now be held against him in a 
courtmartial if one is ever sought. 

We think that tlie UaS. Navy and maybe 
some other branches of the serviee ought to be on 
trial— instead of the skipper of the intelligence 
ship. 

Where was the help he needed when the 
Communists took over his ship? 

There was enough time to get air force 
planes to the scene. before the ship was taken into 
the North Korean port ■__' _. 




It- would seem to us that the United States 
Navy ought to be grateful to its commander for 
saving the lives of the personnel [of the ship — 
rather than throwing them away in a futile at- 
tempt to resist an overwhelmihg'force; r ~ 

What was he supposed to hit them back 
with — his handkerchief. 

There isn't enough armament on one of those 
intelligence ships — and we speak with know- 
ledge because we have relatives on one just like 
the Pueblb^to stop a squad of men, let alone the 
number that confronted Bucher on that fateful 
day. 

"If anyone was derelict, we feel that it was 
^th"e-Uuited-States-government-foivallowing_sj.ich 
a thing to go on without retribution. 

The regulation Bucher may be tried under 
reads: 

. "The commanding officer shall not permit 
his command to be searched by any person repre 
senting a f oreign^state ji.Qr permit' any other per- 
sonnel, under his command to be removed from 
that command so long as he has the power to re- 
sist." : ' • 

That looks pretty good on paper, in our opin- 
ion, but when an overwhelming force wants to 
look at your ship,-you-had-better let them look. 

Or else be dead. 

It would seem to us that the U.S. Navy might 
try its top personnel for the crime of letting an un- 
armed—and we use the word advisedly — ship 
get into the position of having itself boarded. 

We feel that Cmdr. Bucher did the only 
thing he could do under the circumstances. 

The days when you charge into a superior 
force — sword in hand and die for dear old Si- 
wash U. — is long past. 

If Cmdr. Bucher is put before a courtmartial 
we hope that an enraged American citizenry will 
come to his rescue. 

Navy regulations are nice. But there are over 
80 men alive today because they were ignored.

Your Congressman 
Reports.,...

Among the happiest people in 
America today are former Presi- 
dent and Lady Bird Johnson who 
vacated. I lie White House last 
Monday alter twenty-two years of 
public service in :• Washington, 
culminating with five/years ot 
1600 Pennsylvania Avenue. Their 
sense of joy and relief was evi- 
denced' In. their/appearances aiid 
public expressions during these 
past Tew. weeks. 

lit the opinion of ^IhisrMember 
of Congress, Mrs. .Johnson never 
appeared lovelier or more, con- 
tented than when her husband 
was personally delivering his 
final Stale of the Union message 
to the Jojnt Session of the Con- 
gress. While it. was the Presi-, 
dent's swan song as the notion's 
Chief Executive, it evidenced 
more satisfaction than nostalgia. 
Indeed, the President's voluntary 
retirement from public life ap- 
pears to be coupled with a feeling 
of great personal accomplishment 
and general good .will toward his 
countrymen and • toward the 
world. 

Another and a most memorable 
farewell event occurred recently 
when the . President and Lady 
Bird Johnson met informally, with 
Members of. the House of Repre- 
sentatives in the Longworlh' 
Building on Capitol Hill. Both 
the President and Lady Bird 
were exuberant with joy as they 
spoke about this. Member's 12th 
District constituents — the Jerry. 
Nugents of Waukegan— father and 
mother-in-law of. Luci Johnson 
Nugent— joy at the thought of 
more time to be with children 
and | grandchildren and for just 
being together, one with the oth- 
er, after five hectic action-packed 
years in the White House. .. 
l-As-the_President^poke_extem^ 
poroneously to both Republican 
and Democratic Members of the 
U. S. House of Representatives, 
he voiced no resentment, no/re-i 
crimination. He expressed inly] 
praiso and gratitude for a Con- 
gress still ' lied inextricably w $■ 
myriad of new programs labdlcd 
by. Lyndon Johnson himself las 
"The Great Society." \ 

With uninhibited and unmis- 
takable pride, and with only two 
weeks of his term remaining, the 
President prophesied that the 
Congresses under his leadership 
would go down in history as "the 
Education Congress,, the Conser- 
vation Congress, the Anti-Pov- 
erty Congress, and the Civil 
Rights Congress." He declared 
that those' now serving in the 
Congress had accomplished more 
in these areas than any Congress 
in American history and that he 
was proud of these accomplish- 
ments. The President's voice 
rang with confidence and satis- 
faction that he had led the na- 
tion to a .new pinnacle of great- 
ness and was voluntarily retiring 
in glory and contentment. 

The former President gave -no 
hint of the continuing war in Viet- 
nam nor the unprecedented wave 
of crime and civil unrest which 
has plagued the Johnson admin- 
istration during the entire five 
years of his service. These are 
obvious disappointments. 

In all fairness and candor ' ii 
must be emphasized that no goal 
was more actively pursued by 
President Johnson than to re- 
store peace with honor in Viet- 
nam. It is clear that the troop 
buildup, the bombing initiative, 
the halting of bombing and all 
of the other moves and decisions 
—including the President's deci- 
sion on March 31, 1968— to volun- 
tarily retire from the Presidency 
were coupled with a fervent d> 
sire to produce peace" in Viet- 
nam. 

History will judge Lyndon 
Baines Johnson in the light of his 
accomplishments and his fail- 
ures. But as he and Lady Bird 
retire to their ranch in John- 
son City, Texas, they seem only 
to bo reflecting on the Johnson 
Administration's triumphs.

"In addition to funding educa- 
tion and research in the social 
sciences, the Foundation would 
initiate programs and recom- 
mend policies aimed- at effective- 
ly developing our social science 
resources," Percy said, adding:

McWilliams stressed several 
points which- dairy farmers must 
concentrate upon in 1069 as fol- 
lows: • . • ,' 

1. Congress must enact legis- 
lation to place" permanent curbs 
on most dairy imports so that our 
own dairy products will not be 
pushed off the market. Presi- 
dent Johnson's January fi procla- 
mation placing more dairy prod- 
ucts under Section 22 import con- 
trols cannot be -expected lo^ stop, 
permanently excessive quantities 
of dairy products being imported 
into .this country. 

2. The standby pool must bo 
•made a part of the marketing 
agreements act and should be 
administered by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

3. New advertising techniques 
must be considered to increase 
sales of milk and dairy products. 

4. Farmers, themselves must 
work together to achieve merg- 
ers of dairy farmer cooperatives. 

5. New milk ' pricing plans 
must he studied.
